• YOU MAY BE ELIGIBLE FOR LEGAL ASSISTANCE:   

o If your income is 0-125% of the poverty level, you may qualify for free legal assistance.

o If your income is between 125-250% of the poverty level, you may qualify for legal 

assistance at a reduced rate of $75 for a one-hour consultation. For more information,

• THIS PROGRAM WILL NOT:   

o Guarantee representation by a lawyer.  

o Extend or change appeal deadlines.  Appeals must be filed within 30 days after the 

decision you are challenging was made and entered by the Court.  The Court of Appeals 

also sets deadlines for filing briefs that you must follow.  

 

• THIS PROGRAM ONLY APPLIES TO:   

o Family and general civil cases decided by the Superior Court in Maricopa 

County.

o Cases that are on appeal to the Court of Appeals.  An appeal happens after the 

trial court has made its final decision and entered a signed order; it is an 

opportunity for you to ask the Court of Appeals to review that decision to 

determine if it was legally correct based on the evidence you have already 

presented.  If you are not sure whether your case is eligible for you to file an 

appeal now, consult the Guide for Self-Represented Appellants and Appellees 

at http://www.azcourts.gov/coa1/GuideforSelfRepresentation.aspx.
